WASHINGTON, March 28.—To-day the verdict of the Maine Court of Inquiry, with all the testimony taken, was submitted 


It was the intention of the President to withhold the testimony, but at the demand of Senators he yielded and sent it in. 
In his message the President makes no suggestion to Congress, except that expressed in the hope that all action should be 


deliberate. 


He informs Congress that the findings of the Maine Inquiry Board, WITH THE VIEWS OF THE GOVERNMENT 
THEREON, have been transmitted to Spain, and he believes that government will do what is just. 


In both Houses the message and report were referred tc committees and the House adjourned without any action.

persons.” 


‘WASHINGTON, March %.—The President 
@o-day sent the following message to Con- 
gress: 

To the Congrers of the United States: 

For some time prior to the visit of the 
Maine to Havana harbor our consular rep- 
reeentatives pointed out the advantages to 
flow from the visit of national ships to the 
Cuban waters, in accustoming the people to 
the presence of our flag as the symbo! of 
good will and ®f our ships in the fulfillment 
of the mission of protection to American 
interests even thourh no immediate need 
therefor might exist,’ 

Accordinxiy on the Mth of January last, 
after conferercce with the Spanish min- 
deter, in which the renewal of visits of 
our warsh'ps to Spanish waters was dis- 
evsesed and accepted, the peninsular au- 
: therities at Medrid and Havana were ad- 
vied of the putpose of this government 
to resume friendly naval visits at Cuban 
‘ports and that in that view the Maine 
would forthwith call at the pert of Ha- 
vane. This announcement was received by 
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Maine and with notification of intention to 
return the courtesy by sending Spanish 
ships to the principal ports of the United 
States. Meanwhile the Maine entered the 
port of Havana on the 25th of January, 
her arrival being marked with no special 
incident besides the exchange of customary 
salutes and ceremonial visits. 

The Maine continued in the harbor 
Havana during the three weeks following 
her arrival. No appreciable excitement at- 
tended her stay; on the contrary, a feeling 
of relief and confidence followed the re- 
sumption of the long interrupted friendiy 
intercourse, So noticeable was this imme- 
diate effect of her visit that the Consul 
General strongly urged that the presence of

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| GUNBOAT PRINCETON 
| IS NOW NEARLY READY. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 28—It was 
announced to-day that the United States 
gunboat Princeton, which is being built at 
Diaiogue’s shipyards, Camden, is rapidly 
nearing completion, and that she will #ave 
the shipyard in about a week for League 
Island Navy Yard to receive her fittings 
preparatory to her final trial trip. Since the 
first indication of possible trouble with Spain 
workmen have been engaged night and day 
on the warship and as a result she is now 
practically ready for sea. 

The Princeton is not a large craft, but is 
perfect 'n her appointments and admirably 
adapted to cruising in shallow C hinese and 
South American waters, for which she is in-

She draws but 12 feet of water and her 
other dimensions are 168 feet water line, 
204 feet over 3% feet beam and 1000 tons dis- 
placement. She is fitted with 850 horse power 
engines, and is expected to attain a speed 
of 12 knots per hour. 

The new boat's armament will consist of 
six 4-inch quick-firing guns, four 6-pound- 
ers, two 1l-pounders, one 3-inch breech-load- 
ing Howltzer and one Gatling gun. Her 
complement will be 160 officers and men. 
The boat has a steel hull, with a wood skin 
and copper, owing to which she will be able 
to remain a long time at sea without having 
to be docked.

Discovered That William Rothrock and 
Wife, Whom She Had Always 
Called Father and Mother, 
Were Not Her Parents. 


Mrs. Troy Mays, 17 years old, called at the 
Four Courts Monday noon and made a most 
astonishing request. 

The little woman pleaded with Chief Des- 
mond to help her to establish her identity— 
“to find out who I am,” she tearfully ex- 
pressed it. 

“i! know I am Mrs. Troy. Mays,” she esaid, 
“because that is the name of my husband,’ 
but the name of my childhood is to me-a 
myetery. 

“I Was reared under, the name of “Nay 
tothrock, but subsequent developmen:s 
have convinced me that that name was not 
rizht. 

“I may have been kidnaped from my par- 
ents in my infancy, or I may have been an 
outcast, I know not which. All I do know is 
that I have been told by the people who 
reared me, William Rothrock and wife, that 
I am not their child.” 

Mrs. Mays is above the average in point 
of intell'gence, and there is nothing to 
denote that her story, fiction-like as it 
sounds, is the vaporing of a demented 
mind. On the contrary, she appears per- 


fectly sane. 

She says that Rothrock, whom she knew 
until recently as her father, is a switch- 
man in the employ of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, and lives at 1635 South Broad- 
way. 
“My necesegtton dates back to when I 
was between 3 and 4 years old,” said Mrs. 
Mays. “At that time I was playing juve- 
nile parts in St. Louis theaters. I remain- 
ed on the stage until I was 8 years old. 
“We left St. Louis early in my childhood 
and lived for brief periods in Omaha and 
Denver, finally locating at Portland, 
Oregon, 

“Rothrock and his wife separated andhe 
returned to St. Louis. I remained in Port- 
land with Mrs. Rothrock. She subsequently 
married a man by the name of Swope. 
“One day Mrs. Swope told me that I was 
not her child, but I didn’t believe it, then. I 
attributed the statement to anger, as she 
was in a rage. 

“However, I left her because she was 
cruel to me. I made my own living while 
ome at Elk City, Ore. 

a year ago I met the man who ts now niv 
husband, I was married under the name of 
May Rothrock, because I had never known 
any other name.” 

Mrs. Mays says she lived happily with her 
husband and would be with him now, dDut 
the Kdondike fever struck him last Septem- 
ber. She was too timid to venture into the 
Yukon country. 

She remembered that William Rothrock, 
her supposed father, had a home in Bt. 
Louis. He married again, she knew, but she 
farcied that she could make herself agree- 
able to her step-mother, so it was decided 
that she would live at the Rothrock bome, 
during the absence of her husband in the 
Klondike. 

Accordingly, Mrs. Mays arrived in S8t. 
Louls September 31 and took up her abode 
with the Rothrock’s on South Broadway. 

A short while after her arrival heré a 
baby was born. A few days ago domestic 
discontent arose, which led to a quarrel be- 
tween Rothrock and Mrs. Mays. 

‘Then he told me that I could not stay 
at his home anv longer. ‘You are not my 
child, anyway,” he said. 

“*Who am [, then?’ I inquired. 

“ ‘Tt makes no differenee who you are,’ 
he replied. 

‘In some way our trouble became known 
to Lodge 45. Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, of which Rothrock is a member. 
The affair was discussed at a meeting of 
the lodge, and he declared that he was not 
my father, so I am informed. 

“Tl am curious to know the truth of the 
mystery. If I was kidnaped when an in- 
fant, the only object I can imagine would 
be the hope of financia)] gain. If the Roth- 
rocks picked me up as an outcast, I see no 
reason why I should not be told. If I am 
really a child of the Rothrocks, I cannot 
understand why they should now deny me.’ 
When Mrs. Mays left the Rothrock home, 
as a result of disagreement with her sup- 
posed father, she accepted temporarily, 
the hospitality of John Cross and family, 
1631 South Broadway, where she remains 
pending developments. 

Another interesting !feature of .this 
strange story is the statement of Mrs.

Rothrock, whom she knew as her mother, 
appeared on the scene Sunday. 

“Mra. Swope begged me to go with her 
again,” said Mrs. Mays. “She said she had 
just arrived from San Francisco and that 
she was en route to Bellair, O.. to visit 
relatives. She wanted me to go there with 
her, saying that after the visit in Ohio she 
would take me back to Oregon. 

“I did not go with her because I was 
suspicious of her. I propose to remain in 
St. Louis until the mystery of my identity 
is solved.

Mrs. Mays is a brunette, with bright, 
black eyes and a musical voice.

24 he received a message from the State 
Department, saying that the Maine would 
be sent to Havana on a friendly visit to 
resume the reguiar status of naval rela- 
tions between the two countries, and he 
was ordered to make arrangements at the 
palace for the interchange of official 
courtesies. After a call at the palace, he 
sent the State Department a cipher mes- 
sage, saying: ‘‘Authorities profess to think 
the United States thas ulterior purpose in 
sending the ship. Say it will obstruct 
autonomy and produce excitement, and 
most probably a demonstration... Ask that 
it not be done until they ean get instruc- 
tions from Madrid. Say that if for friendly 
purpose, as claimed, delay is unimportant.” 
It was too late, however, as the Maine 
had already sailed. She arrived next day 
and Lee reported her arrival to the State 
Department. 


OUTSIDE EXPLOSION. 


Ensign W. V. N. Powelson was called the 
third day of the court’s session. He testified 
that he had been present on the Maine 
every day from the arrival of the boat Fern 
and during a great deal of the diving. 

In reply to a question to tell the Court all 
about the condition of the wreck, he said 
the forward part of the ship, forward of the 
after smokestack, had been to all appear- 
ances completely destroyed. The conning 
tower lay in a position opposite the door 
leading to the superstructure aft and to 
starboam, inclined at about 110 degrees to 
the vertical, with the top of the conning 
tower on deck. 

He described in close detail the condition 
under the main deck on the port side. The 
fixtures in the same position on the star- 
board side were in some cases almost in- 
tact. The port bulkhead between the main 
and berth decks, at the conning tower sup- 
port, had been blown aft on both sides, but 
a great deal more on the port than on the 
starboard side. The fireroom hatch, imme- 
diately abaft of the conning tower, had 
been blown in threee directions, aft, to 
starboard and to port. The protective deck 
under the conning tower supports was bent 
in two directions, the plates on the star- 
board side being bent up and on the lar- 
board side bent down. 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether he 
meant with reference to their original posi- 
tions, Ensign Powelson replied affirmative- 
ly. The beam supporting the protective 
deck a few inches abaft of the armored 
tube to port of amidship line was bent up to 
starboard of the midship line. Just for- 
ward of the conning tower underneath the 
main deck, two beams met at right angles; 
one beam was broken and pushed from port 
to starboard. A grating was found on the 
poop awning just forward of the after 
ene the side plating just abaft of 
the starboard turret was visible. This 
plate was bent outward and then the for- 


ward upon itself. 

“This plate was sheared from the rest of 
the plating below’ the water line. This | 
plating below the water line has been 
pushed out to starboard.” 

The armored gratings of the engine room 
hatch were blown off. A composition stra‘n- 
er was picked up from the bottom of the 
starboard quarter at a point about opposite 
the poop capstan and about 70 feet from it.

He also reported that the plates 
seemed to have been pushed to the star- 
board and then bent down.

NO SIGNS OF

The forward smoke pipe, between the 
main and superstructure decks did not show 
any signs of the internal pressure of gases. 
On the main deck forward of the conning 
tower where the fore and after angle bulb 
beam was located the plank!ng was blown 
off on the only remaining plating on the 
deck on the port side while the wood wae 
still attached to that part on the starboard 
side between the conning tower base and the 
turrets. What witness saw would Indicate. 
that the pressure lifted the protective deck 
up on the port side and the protective deck 
on the starboard side held fast and bent that 
deck downward. Witness here exhibited two 
sketches to the Court showtng diagram of 
various parts of the sunken ship and ex- 
plained them to the Court. 

The witnesses’ evidence about the strip 
on the starboard side of the outside plating 
of the ship. which was folded and rolled 
backward, was recalled to him and Powel- 
son said he could see the plate underneath. 
It was bent outward as he could see it, ae 
it was only two feet under water where 
the shear occurred. Witness had taken 
soundings and had found five fathoms of 
water on both sides of the Maine down to 
the mud. Taking a 14-pound lead line and 
dragging with a wherry for obstructions 
on the port side, dragging close to where he 
thought the water ways would be found, 
ne found no obstructions whatever. On the 
starboard sice he found obstructions for 
feet, where he had reason to believe the 
waterways had originaily been.

Steps Taken to Organize a Volunteer Force of 
5,000,000 Patriots. 


———— 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Steps are taken toward 


the organization of a national volunteer force, which, if organized on the lines laid 


being looking 


down, is expected by its promoters to be the largest assembly of volunteers the 
world has known having allegiance to one flag. This new arm of the nation will 
be of a distinct character from the militia of the several States, and does not seek 
in any way to conflict with it. 

The preliminary steps toward organization were taken on Friday night, when 


distinguished veterans and others interested gathered at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
as the guests of Col. W. D. Washington. After standing toasts had been drunk 
to the President of the United States and the army, navy and volunteers, Gen. O. 
©. Howard was called to the chair, and soon after “the National Volunteer Re- 
serve” was formally organize’ 

Among those who wer\\ present or represented were Gen. O. O. Howard, 
Gen. Anson G. McCook, G\n. Albert Ames of Lowell, Mass.; Gen. James G. 
Wilson, Gen. Martin McMalon, Gen. E. A. Molineaux, Gen. A. J. Pierson, Col. 
H. H. Adams, Col. Daniel Sickles, Maj. J. Chamberlain of Brunswick, Me.: Gen. 
C. B. Wilcox of Washington, D. C.; Gen. Eli Long of Plainfield, N. J.; Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler of Alabama, Gen. James Longstreet of Washington, Gen. T. S., Peck of 
Burlington, Va.; Gen. Z. R. Bliss of Washington, Gen. Stanley of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Washington, and Gen. Simon B. Buckner of Lexington, Ky.

RETURNS A CHARNEL HOUSE 


Unfortunate Sealing Steamer Green- 
land Brings Back Its Dead. 


ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, March 3%.— 
The sealing steamer Greenland has sailed 
into the harbor with a grewsome cargo. 
Twenty-five corpses were piled upon the 
deck and 5 men were moaning with ter- 
rible suffering in the holds, from the pain 
of frost-bitten limbs and bodies. The little 
sealing steamer, which sailed for the hunt- 
ing grounds three weeks ago, returned as 
an awful charnel house. The dead bodies 


were in tiers on the decks of the steamer, 
disfigured and almost unrecognizable from 
the effects of the terrible suffering which 
they had endured, presenting one of the 
meds horrible sights human eyes ever be- 
eld. 

The Greenland set sail from St. .Johns 
Newfoundland, about March 1. She carried 
a crew of nearly 300 hunters. Tuesday 
morning last-the hunters left the ship about 
7 o’clock as usual. The men were clad in 
light clothing, for the slaughtering of seals 
is exhausting work. Scatt:red over the icé 
field, they wandered far from the protection 
of the ship and a gale and snowstorm shut 
them out from view. The ice floe parted 
and they drifted away om the steamer. 

Toward morning Thursday the storm sub- 
sided, and clear weather enabled the sur- 
vivors to see that the Greenland was not 
far away, searching for the missing. The 
steamer bore down on the drifting field ice, 
whtch had by this time separated into a 
number of sections, and began the work of 
pre up the bodies of the dead and the 
ifeless bodies of the living. Twenty-five 
corpses were taken on board that morning, 
but 23 men were still missing, and throug 
the search, which was continued all day, 
no more were recovered. Thursday night 
the Greenland headed for shore, reaching 
Bay De Verdeya, proceeding thence to St. 
Johns with her ghastly cargo. Most of 
the men who met this awful] fate on the 
treacherous floes are married men with 
large families.

LEGALLY THEIRS. 


CASE WAS’ AN _ APPEAL. 


Taken to the Federal Courts, Which 
Held for the Defendants, as Did 
the Lower Bodies. 


The St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge and Ter- 
minal Railroad Company’s title to the old 
McDowell Medical College property, at 
Seventh and Gratiot, was established by 
the United States Court of Appeals, Mon- 
day. The property is now the site of sev- 
eral manufacturing plants and is also part- 
ly occupied by the Terminal] tracks. 

Mr. William K. Speed, grandson of Isaac 
Drake McDowell, the original owner, came 
here from California to fight the railroad’s 
title to the property. The lower )courts de- 


cided against him and he appealed to thg 
United States courts. ¥ 

The property, now valued at over $50,000, 
was purchased by the elder McDowell in 
1843 for $1200. A favorite son, Joseph Mc- 
Dowell, became a physician and it may have 
been this that led to the establishment of 
a college on the site. 

When the old man became ill, he requested 
that the Governor of the State, Mayor of 
this city, Attorney William Patrick, and 
several others act as trustees. He asked 
that the property be held for his children, 
among them Mrs. Annie McDonald Speed, 
now deceased, who was the mother of the 
pleintiff in the case 

The papers do nh state just where the 
elder McDowell died, but they show that 
in 1871 the property was mortgaged to 
Thomas R. Patton to secure a loan of 
$10,500 and later in the ’80s was sold to the 
highest bidder and finally, five years ago, 
was bought in by the Terminal Rallway 


oO. 
Mr. Speed claimed that the first sale was 
not in conformity with the tryst. He al- 
leges that the McDowell estaie was the 
rightful holder of the property deed. 

The appeal court held that this was not 
so, and that the original. trustee was cog- 
nizant of the first sale and that the loan 
of $10,500, recognized legally, had legally re- 
sulted in the transfer. 


COURAGE BETTER THAN 
ARMOR, SAYS MAHAN. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Capt. A. T. Ma- 
han, author of ‘“*The Influence of Sea Power 
Upon History,”’ before sailing for Europe, 
said: 

“War is imminent. There must either be 
fighting or a backdown somewhere. No one 
who knows the feeiing of the Cuban in- 
surgents believes for a moment that they 
can be induced to submit. 

“Spain surely will not take a backward 
step. To do so would be to overthrow the 
monarchy, and it would be quite as bad 
for the United States to recede from its 
position.”’ 

Capt. Mahan says we could not fall to 
win, even if we were sadly behind both in 
the number of ships and quality of ord- 
nance. 

“For,” he explained, ‘it is not ships; it 
is mot guns and it is not armor plate 
primarily that win in a fight, but men, and 
American men are supérior in physique, 
power of endurance, marksmanship and 
moral courage to Spanish men. I do not 
mean to decry the Spaniards and I have 
no prejudice against them because they are 
not Americans, but I have studied care- 
fully and I cannoé hold otherwise than that 
they are inferior to our men in the qualities 
named.’’ 

As for armed intervention by any Euro- 
ean power in Spain's behalf, Capt. Mahan 
. a that the most unlikély thing in the 
world.

At Chandlerville, Il., half the town is 
under water, and some of the churches are 
almost ready to fall down. 

From Bioomington, Il., information cames 
that half a dozen railroad bridges arte gone 
and traffic is at a standstill, 

Vandalia, Effingham, Charleston, Green- 
ville, Pittsfield and a dozen other points re- 
port the heaviest rainfall in years. It is stfll 
raining, and the probable damage cannot be 
estimated. 


STORM IN THD TERRITORY. 


Houses and Property Destroyed at 
Ardmore and McAlester. 
ARDMORE, I. T., March 28.—A disastrous 
wind and rainstorm visited this section last 
night, causing the destruction of both life 
and property. Between South McAlester 
and Lehigh and Colgate four farmhouses 
were razed and the occupants of three of 
them are reported to have been killed. 
Those reported killed are James Seafoam, 
wife and three children. In the country 
southeast of McAlester the tornado did 
great damage and many are reported killed 

and injured. 

The greatest damage, however, was done 
in Southeast Ardmore. Here, in a path 
about 100 Pare wide, fourteen small one- 
story a4wellings were blown from their foun- 
dations an several of them badly 
wrecked. The home of Rev. MeCullough, 
editor of the Baptist Beacon, was blown 
from its foundation and badly wrecked. 
Mre. McCullough, who was in the building 
when it was picked up by the wind, was 
injured by bei struck on the head b 
fiying missiles. She is not badly mjured, 
however, and will recover.

The western part of the city was 
submerged and houses and amall buildings 
destroyed. The city dike, immediately west 
of Lindell avenue, gave way, and with it 
went the Missouri, aneas & Texas dike. 
These two dikes protected a territory a 
quarter of a mile In width and a mile in 
length from the waters of Bear Creek. Ali 
through this district the water waa from 
four to @lx feet deep and stock, small bulld- 
ings and fencea were carried into Bear 
Creek and thence Into the Misslasippt.

A MISPLACED WINDPIPE 


Barney Neiters’ Was of Silver and in 
Some Manner Got Lost. 


| For nearly two years Barney Neiters has 
breathed through a silver tube. While be 
slept Sunday the tube became misplace 
and Neiters came near suffocating before 
the damage could be repaired. 

Neiters is a teameter, 26 years old, mar- 
ried and lives at 808 Prairie avenue. In 
October, 1897, he was taken to the City 
Hospital suffering from a severe attack of 
laryngitis and a complication of throat 
troubie. The cords were swollen and the 
windpipe was-so affected that he could only 
breathe with difficulty.

Then the silver pipe became mis- 
poneee How it was done Neiters does not 
now, nor does his wife. 


When she entered the room Nelters was 
sitting in a chair, gasping for breath. He 
could not speak, and Mrs. Neiters was 
frightened. An ambulance was called and 
he was taken to the City Hospital.

DARING PLAN 
OF THE COUNCIL, 


Way to Be Made Easy to Sell 
the Waterworks. 


AMENDMENT FIVE ANALYZED. 


IT CONTAINS A PLAN THAT MAY 
RESULT IN A PRIVATE COR- 
PORATION’S GAIN. 


TWO WORDS ~ ELIMINATED. 


They Referred to the Vote in the As- 
sembly and Their Elision Is Sig- 
nificant—Another Job on the 
Filtration Question. 


If the fifth améndment to the charter, sub- 
mitted by the Legislation Committee of 
the Council, is adopted, the way will be made 
straight for tha waterworks to be snatched 
from the control of the city by a private 
corporation. 

Under pretense of making this Impossible 
Or nearly so, the committee has done its 
part toward making it possible. Under the 
charter, as it now stands, there is no con- 


could pass from public to private controi. 
Article VII. of the charter provides for the 
city conducting the waterworks, Section 1 


provides that, “the waterworks, except the 
assessment of water rates and the collection 
of the revenue therefrom, shall be under 
the control and management of a Commis- 
sioner, to be known as ‘Water Commis- 
sioner,’ who shall be appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Council, and shall be 
a duly qualified engineer, hold office for 
four years, and give such bond as may be 


Succeeding sections further define the 
qualifications and duties of the Commis- 
sioner and provide for the conduct of the 
works. —_ 

Section 7 says in part: “The assessment 
and collection of water rates shall be under 
the control and supervision of an assessor 
and collector of water rates, who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Council.” 

No authority is conferred upon the city to 
obtain its water in any other way. A pri- 
vate corporation could not conduct the 
works because it is distinctly provided that 
the city shall do so. A private coporation 
could not collect water rates, because the 
charter provides that a city officer shall do 


The city water works could not be sold or 
in any manner pass out of the city without 
the charter were amended, 

The Legislation Committee recommends 
that it be amended. The amendment thew 
suggest provides definitely for the sale if 
the works. It provides a way, where before 
there was no way. It pretends to be re- 
commending the amendment so as to make 
the sale impossible. Instead it {s made pos- 
sible. 

The amendment provides that the works 
shall not be seld, leased, alienated, rented 
or farmed out, “except, pursuant to an 
ordinance recommended by the unanimous 
vote of the Board of Public Improvements 
and passed by a vote of all the members 


+ 


voters of St. Louis and adopted by such 
voters by a five-sixths vote of all the votes 
cast at a special election held for that speci- 
fic purpose and at which no other question 
shall be submitted to such voters.” 

This section, as originally drawn, re- 
quired a seven-eighths vote of the Assem- 
bly. In the copy submitted to the Council 
the word “seven-eighths” is blotted out, 
leaving the requirement only that.all mem- 
bers shall vote on the matter. 

Under the section, as it stands, a biil 
for the sale of the waterworks could be 
passed by merely a majority vote, the same 
as any other bill. 

It is said to be the purpose to amend 
the section in the Council 80 as to require 
only_a four-fifths vote of the people, in- 
stead of a five-sixths vote. 

If this is dome the way to the loss of the 
waterworks will have been made easy. 

The bill not only provides a way for the 
loss of the works, but, in the judgment of 
Water Commissioner Holman, provides a 
means by which the city may be forced to 
relinquish them. 

For several years bilis have been per- 
sistently introduced in the Council, author- 
izing and directing the Board of Public 
Improvements to contract for the filtration 
of the city’s water supply. The charter 
provides that all such bills for. ordinances 
must emanate from the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

Great pressure was brought to bear upon 
the board to induce it to recommend such 
an ordinance. The members of the board 
considered that there was menace for the 
city in such an ordinance and such a con- 
tract and steadfastly refused to send to 
the Assembly any such Dill. 

It 414 send bills vroviding for the city 
doing the work itself, but these were either 
killed or allowed to die.in committee boxes. 
Bills providing for the work by contract 
were introduced at frequent intervals. They 
were itilegal and could not even be consid- 
ered. The purpose was to lead the public 
to believe that the board was standing in 
the way of filtration and by this means to 
whip the board into submission. o 

Despairimg finally of being able to “use 
the board, the promoters of private con- 
tracts turned their attention to the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Council. 

They had better success 
mittee. Amendment No. 5 was incorporated 
in the report. Nobody knew of the commit- 
tee’s intentions to introduce this amend- 
ment. It was kept from Mayor Ziegenhein. 
What was ostensibly the committee's full 
report was drawn up and typewritten. It 
contained four amendments. It was sub- 
mitted to the Mayor in this shape. He said 
it was good, 

When the report was made to the Council 
there were two additional eheets. They 
were on different paper from the rest and 
had been copied by a different typewriter. 

The two pages contained amendment No. 
5. It authorized the Health Commissioner 
“to provide for the sanitary filtration and 
clarification of the water supply from the 
city Waterworks for both public and pri- 
vate uses, in such manner as may be pro- 
vided herein or by ordinance, and to have 
general supervision over the sanitary filtra- 
tion and clarification of said water and en- 
force the performance of all contract work 
touching such filtration. * * * ” 

In order to provide for euch filtration 
“the Health Commissioner shall have the 

ower and it shall be his duty, whenever In 
his opinion, such filtration or clarifation 
will be for the benefit of the public health, 
to provide and e«ubmit to the Municipal As- 
sembly an ordinance providing for such fil- 
tration, either. by the erection, or leasing of 
a filter plant by the city, or the employment 
of a contractor to filter and clarify said 
water.’’ 

It is further provided that the service 
shall be paid for out of the revenue from the 
water rates. 

Health Comeanissioner Starkloff has stud- 
fed filtration and experimented with it for 
many years. He is recognized as the high- 
est authority on the subject in the coun- 
try. e says: “A contract to filter the 
water on the basis of the present consump- 
tion would bankrupt the city. Over one- 
third of the water pumped now is wasted. 
The city cannot afford filtration unless 
this waste is eliminated by the use of me- 
ters. The city alone could do this. A com- 
pany which obtained the contract to filter 
the water now pumped would soon acquire 
a lien on the works by reason of the in- 
ability of the city to pay for the service. 
When it was made plain that the city had 
to sell the works or lose them anyway it 
would be easy to get enough votes to au-

Against Spain 


When ex-Gov. William J. Stone and M. Cc. 
Wetmore were in Old Mexico recently they 
had abundant opportunity to sound the of- 
ficilals of that republie with respect to the 
Cuban situation. They were glad to find 


a sentiment of Indifference to Spain and of 
friendliness to the United States. 

“Of course,” says Gov. Stone, “there was 
no direct interchange of opinion, as eti- 
quette on the part of the Mexican officials 
would prevert such a discussion, but there 
was a heartiness in the atmosphere that 
spoke volumes for this country. 

‘A story was current at the time of our 
visit to the City of Mexico that an emissary 
of Spain had visited President Diaz and 
made overtures looking to the establish- 
ment of a Mexican protectorate over Cuba, 
It was said that the Mexican Government 
gave him to understand that it would pur- 
sue a policy of non-interference, from which 
it would refuse to be moved. 

“Whether this was true or not I cannot 
say, as I only read about it in the news- 
papers there, where it appeared officially. 

“Still the rumor was gladdening to the 
American colony, as showing that Spain 
would not have any sympathy from ex- 
ico, where it had presumed there would be 
encouragement and assistance.”’ 

The feeling in Mexico, as gleaned from oth- 
ers who have been in that country during 
the past year or two, is more favorable to 
the United States than ever. At a demon- 
stration recently over the opening of a new 
railroad line, the Governor of Guadalajaros 
made a speech, declaring he would do every- 
thing in his power to extend and maintain 
the cordial relations now existing between 
the two countries and would welcome every 
legitimate enterprise on the part of the 
United Srates. 

This condition ts important, because, in 
the event of war with Spain, there have 
been fears entertained and expres that 
Mexico might take up the cause of Spain 
and march an army across the border. It 
is belleved by those most familiar with the 
official sentiment with Mexico that if the 
worst came and that country ever decided 
to abandon its attitude of non-interference, 
it would take up the cause of Cuba and 
march to the defense of the United States 
if European powers made any hostile dem- 
onstrations. 

The commercial and social relations of the 
two countries have reached a point, say 
those who afe informed, where the old 
Mexican prejudices are disappearing and 
harmony of all interests is beginning to be 
understood. P
